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A Wise Decision 


The Supreme Court has wisely instructed courts throughout the 


land to keep hands off the touchy business of trying to adjudge dis- 
putes among church members over questions of religious dogma. 
This is a time when the much-used figure of speech about opening 
Pandora's Box is entirely apt. Had the high court approved the 
principle that the government may intercede in such matters, a host 
of church-state problems would have been set buzzing about our 
heads. 


The effect of the Supreme Court's unanimous decision will be 


widely felt. Here and there about the country, numerous church 
congregations have brought suit claiming the right to leave parent 
church organizations —taking their local property with them — on 
grounds that the parent bodies no longer adhere to the true faith. 
In the case before the Supreme Court, Georgia's supreme court 
had upheld a jury finding that the Presybterian Church in the United 
States had abandoned certain doctrines. 


The Supreme Court did not rule on this point; it said only, in 


essence, that this is not a matter for secular courts but something 
church groups ought to settle among themselves. That was a smart 
decision. 


The Supreme Court rules that courts may not make judgments 


about church dogma, and that's good. It's hard enough for church 
people to do so. 


Efforts to curb the filibuster have again failed. The Senate just 


can't bring Itself to give up the privilege of talking ideas to death. 


John Le Carre says bumbling in espionage has helped to pre-

that sexual intercourse is the 
main way these diseases are 
transmitted. Remember, 
too. 


that an infected person can 
infect another with the syph- 
ilis germ by kissing, for this, 
too, can be considered part of 
a sexual relationship. Kissing 
a child cannot possibly infect 
it unless the kisser has the 
disease. 


Parents 
must 
join 
edu- 


cators in making this an all- 
out war against the rampant 
venereal diseases 
that can 


leave our youngsters crippled 
for life. Children must be told 
to report any venereal infec- 
tion to their parents and to 
their doctor. Too often chil- 
dren are afraid to tell their 
parents about it and conse-

gressman Pepper now has a con- 
stituency heavily Cuban, and it 
would hardly be profitable to go 
about the country suggesting 
other than that Castro and those 
who succor him are un-Amer- 
ican activities. But let us also 
grant the probability, which is 
that Mr. Pepper laments his 
past attitudes; grant, even, the 
possibility that he hopes, in his 
new role as a member of HAUC, 
to instruct others who make 
such mistakes as he so robust, 
ly and noisily made during the 
40»s. 


The big news is that a major 


effort will be made to abolish 
HUAC. Approximately 30 resol- 
utions have been Introduced to 
that effect, one of them, iron- 
ically, by a member-designate 
of HUAC, Mr. Louis Stokes, 
the brother of the eminent may- 
or Cleveland. The Committee 
has 
been 
under attack for 


so very long that the fiction is 
widely accepted that the Com* 
mittee 
has 
been 
useless 


throughout its career. In fact it 
has engineered important legis* 
lation; indeed only a season ago 
it drafted and got through Con* 
gress a bill making it illegal 
to collect funds for the benefit 


of the Viet Cong. Contributors to 
the volume published in 1962 en. 
titled The Committee and Its 
Critics adequately established 
that over a period of years the 
Committee has investigated ac- 
tivity which Congress should 
investigate, and proposed leg. 
islation which Congress should 
enact. 


Even so, the friends of the 


Committee were, many of them, 
disposed to agree on one point, 
namely that the title of the Com* 
mittee was unfortunate: it is, 
though not impossible, difficult 
and always a little impudent to 
define 
the term "Un-Amer* 


lean," Accordingly, the chair, 
man of the Committee, Mr. Ric- 
hard Ichord of Missouri, has 
joined with Mr. Ashbrook of 
Ohio to urge that the name of 
the Committee be changed to 
"The 
Committee on Internal 


Security." 


More important than nomen- 


clature is the change in the pro* 
posed mandate, which drops 
the Committee's power to In- 
vestigate 
the "extent, char- 


acter, objectives, and activi- 
ties" 
of such groups as would 


"establish or assist in the es* 
tablishment of a 
totalitarian 


dictatorship 
with the United 


States," or which would at* 
tempt to overthrow the govern* 
ment by force or violence. 


Moreover, to perm it the Com. 


mittee to investigate, as any 
committee on internal security 
obviously should, the anarchis- 
tic or nihilistic groups, which 
think not so much of totalitar. 
ian dictatorship as of the lure of 
chaos, the mandate would also 
enjoin the investigation of "ac- 
tivities within the United States 
of 
organizations 
or groups, 


their members, agents and af- 
filiates, which incite or em- 
ploy, acts of force, violence, 
terrorism, 
or any unlawful 


means, to obstruct or oppose 
the lawful authority of the gov. 
ernment of the United States 
in the execution of any law 
or policy affecting the internal 
security of the United States." 


And that means, e. g., that 


the Committee could, as it cer. 
tainly should do, Investigate 
such organizations as the Black 
Panthers, and the S.D.S. and, 
even as before, the Ku Klux 
Klan. One suspects that those 
Congressmen who vote against 
the Ichord-Ashbrook resolution 
will be doing so precisely be- 
cause they desire to perpetuate 
those features of HUAC which 
are most vulnerable in order to 
seek, eventually, to destroy the 
whole of it, rather than to 
cleanse it of the main sources 
of their alleged aggravation.

Kennedy into a corner for a pri- 
vate talk during a luncheon 
with Senate leaders. 


Kennedy recalled their first 


meeting in the 1950s when Nix. 
on, then Vice President, and 
the late Jack Kennedy, then a 
Senator, had offices across a 
Senate corridor from each oth* 
er. 


As Ted remembered it, he 


dropped by his brother's office 
early one morning before it 
opened. He made himself com* 
fortable upon a suitcase, read* 
ing a newspaper, while he wait, 
edfor someone to open the door. 


Nixon spotted him in the cor. 


ridor and invited him into his 
office for a 45>minute visit. 


The President also recalled 


that they had met again in 1960 
in front of New York City's 
Colony Restaurant. Ted was ac. 
companied by his father, who 
commented on the approaching 
election. 


"If my son Jack doesn't make 


it," Nixon quoted old Joe Ken. 
nedy, "I hope you do." 


After an exchange of recol. 


lections, Nixon and Kennedy 
talked earnestly about youthful 
unrest. They agreed that youth 
riots 
and 
demonstrations 


weren't provoked by the Com. 
munists but were part of a 
worldwide ferment on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain. 


GOLDWATER'S REVENGE 


Arizona 
Sen. Barry Gold* 


water, still an unreconstruct- 
ed conservative after his four 
years' absence from Washing* 
ton, has invoked his senatorial 
prerogative to block the ap- 
pointment of Maryland's ex. 
Governor Ted McKeldin to the 
Indian Claims Commission. 


McKeldin is a Republican with 


excellent political credentials. 
But he made the mistake, in 
Goldwater's view, of support* 
ing Lyndon Johnson for Presi. 
dent in 1964. To compound the 
offense, McKeldin came out for 
Johnson's reelection early in 
1968. 


President Nixon is willing to 


forgive this political indiscre* 
tion, and McKeldin has the sup* 
port of Maryland's top Republl* 
cans.

He was able to pay fare« 
well calls on a few lesser offl* 
cials, but had to wind them up 
in about a week. 


Ambassador Thompson is the 


man who helped guide the 1m* 
provement in relations between 
the United States and Russia 
under President Johnson. He is 
the key man on such vital ques* 
tions as missile limitation and 
the anti-ballistic 'missile sys- 
tem. 


While his advice can be used 


to good advantage in Washing, 
ton, diplomats were shocked 
that he was removed so un» 
ceremoniously from Moscow.

Dear Mrs. S.: Venereal dis­ 
ease in the adolescent and the 
young adult has reached epi­ 
demic proportions. The statis­ 
tics about reported cases, to 
say nothing of the unreported 
ones, are so high that health 
educators and public health 
officials are hammering out 
messages by way of every 
medium, to break the tidal 
wave of venereal disease. 
There may be a thousand 
old-wives’ 
tales 
about 
how 
syphilis and gonorrhea are ac­ 
quired, but for your knowl­ 
edge I will underline the fact 
that sexual intercourse Is the 
main way these diseases are 
transmitted. 
Remember, too, 
that an infected person can 
infect another with the syph­ 
ilis germ by kissing, for this, 
too, can be considered part of 
a sexual relationship.

HUAC REFORM 
The House Committee on Urw 
American Activities is not much 
heard about these days, so inti­ 
midated is it, and its natural 
publicists, by the cumulative 
Impact at years and years and 
years of derogation by those 
who would rather denounce a 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities than uivAmerican acti­ 
vities. When a week or so ago 
it transpired that Congress­ 
man Claude Pepper had become 
a member of HUAC, one could 
only recall the wonderful fant­ 
asy of 1964. In those days Amer­ 
ican 
conservatives, dreaming 
oí the glorious possibility of 
a Goldwater victory, envision* 
ed the scene on the Capitol 
steps during the Inauguration 
ceremony. "D o you,” said Su* 
preme Court Justice Earl War­ 
ren, addressing President-elect 
Barry 
Goldwater, "solemnly 
swear to defend the Constlti* 
tion of the United States?” An* 
swered President Goldwater: 
" I do. You're under arrest, 
Warren.” 
A Committee on Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities of which Claude 
Pepper is a memberl As well 
a committee on ethical union 
practices of which Jam es Hoffa 
is a member. Twenty years ago 
Senator Claude Pepper was par­ 
roting the Communist Party line 
as ardently as a seminarian 
recites 
the 
Apostles' Creed. 
But things have changed. Con­ 
gressman Pepper ncrw has a con­ 
stituency heavily Cuban, and it 
would hardly be profitable to go 
about 
the country suggesting 
other than that Castro and those 
who succor him are un-Amer­ 
ican activities. But let us also 
grant the probability, which is 
that Mr. Pepper laments his 
past attitudes; grant, even, the 
possibility that he hopes, in his 
new role as a member of HAUC, 
to 
instruct others 
who make 
such mistakes as he so robust­ 
ly and noisily made during the 
40»s. 
The big news is that a major 
effort wiU be made to abolish 
HUAC. Approximately 30 resol­ 
utions have been Introduced to 
that effect, one of them, iron­ 
ically, by a member-designate 
of HUAC, Mr. Louis Stokes, 
the brother of the eminent may­ 
or Cleveland. The Committee 
has 
been 
under 
attack for 
so very long that the fiction Is 
widely accepted that the Com­ 
mittee 
has 
been 
useless 
throughout its career. In fact it 
has engineered important legis­ 
lation; Indeed only a season ago 
it drafted and got through Cor* 
gress a bill making it iUegal 
to collect funds for the benefit 


of the Viet Cong. Contributors to 
the volume published in 1962 er* 
titled The Committee and Its 
Critics adequately established 
that over a period of years the 
Committee has investigated ac­ 
tivity which Congress should 
Investigate, and proposed leg­ 
islation which Congress should 
enact. 
Even so, the friends at the 
Committee were, many of them, 
disposed to agree on one point, 
namely that the title of the Com­ 
mittee was unfortunate: it is, 
though not impossible, difficult 
and always a little impudent to 
define 
the 
term "Ui^Amer- 
lean.” Accordingly, the chair­ 
man of the Committee, Mr. Ric­ 
hard Ichord of Missouri, has 
joined with Mr. Ashbrook of 
Ohio to urge that the name of 
the Committee be changed to 
"T h e Committee on Internal 
Security.” 
More important than nomern 
clature is the change in the pro­ 
posed 
mandate, which drops 
the Committee's power to lrw 
vestigate 
the "extent, char­ 
acter, objectives, and activi­ 
ties” of such groups as would 
"establish or assist in the es­ 
tablishment of a totalitarian 
dictatorship 
with the United 
States,” or which would at­ 
tempt to overthrow the govern­ 
ment by force or violence. 
Moreover, to perm it the Com­ 
mittee to investigate, as any 
committee on internal security 
obviously should, the anarchis­ 
tic or nihilistic groups, which 
think not so much of totalitar­ 
ian dictatorship as of the lure of 
chaos, the mandate would also 
enjoin the investigation of "a c­ 
tivities within the United States 
of 
organizations 
or groups, 
their members, agents and af­ 
filiates, which incite or em­ 
ploy, acts of force, violence, 
terrorism , 
or 
any 
unlawful 
means, to obstruct or oppose 
the lawful authority of the gov­ 
ernment of the United States 
in the execution of any law 
or policy affecting the internal 
security of the United States.” 
And that means, e. g., that 
the Committee could, as it cer­ 
tainly should do, Investigate 
such organizations as the Black 
Panthers, and the S.D.S. and, 
even as before, the Ku Klux 
Klan. One suspects that those 
Congressmen who vote against 
the Ichord-Ashbrook resolution 
will be doing so precisely be­ 
cause they desire to perpetuate 
those features of HUAC which 
are most vulnerable in order to 
seek, eventually, to destroy the 
whole of it, rather than to 
cleanse it of the main sources 
of their alleged aggravation.

CYO Halts Episcopal; 
Is Still Undefeated 


GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) — 


Vince Lombardi, eager for a 
taste of ow rer ship in a pro foot- 
ball club, said Monday he is 
quitting the Green Bay Packers 
to apply his fabled coaching 
spurs to the sluggish Washing* 
ton Redskins. 


Officials of the two National 


Football League clubs withheld 
immediate confirmation that 
the Packer general manager 
was becoming executive vice 
president and chief coach of the 
Redskins, and that he would get 
ownership of a portion of the 
club. 


While the Packers' executive 


board was scheduling another 
meeting today to review Lon» 
bardi's announcement, reports 
circulated in Washington that he 
would get at least five per cent 
of the Redskins' stock. 


That would help satisfy an 


ambition by the NFL's most 
spectacular coach to own apart 
of the organization he directs, a 
role deprived him under Green 


Bay's Community owner ship ar. 
rangements. 


Redskins' President Edward 


Bennett Williams holds five per 
cent of his club's stock. The ma» 
jority is held by long-time own» 
er George Marshall, and is ad. 
ministered under a court trust 
by Williams. 
Lombard!, who had often said 
being Green Bay coach and gen» 
eral manager simultaneously 
was too time consuming, was 
hestitant Monday to speculate 
on the future of Otto Graham, 
Washington's coach and general 
manager.

Beck, denied Johnson's char- 
ges. "No one has been author- 
ized to act on behalf of the gov- 
ernor to make appointments or 
offer such jobs," he said. 


Johnson said the Democrats 


have an excellent chance to win 
Veneman's seat If the Modesto 
Republican does take the federal 
Job. 


In Johnson's 58th District, the 
Democrats have the edge In 
voter registration, but the con- 
stituency is basically conserva- 
tive and the GOP would have a 
good chance to win a special 
election. 
The Democrat called Reagan's 
alleged 
offer "an obvious at- 


tempt to shore up the sagging 
fortunes of the Republican par- 
ty," and said the governor 
should "climb down off his high- 
horse of hypocrisy."
